In  Memory  of  James  E.  Carey 

Jim  Carey  was  a  true  blue  Framingham  product.  He  grew  up  in  the  Nobscot 
leighborhood  of  Framingham  and  graduated  from  Framingham  North  High  in  1966.  In 
lis  senior  year,  students  voted  him  most  athletic.  Jim  was  a  three-sport  varsity  player 
and  captained  the  football,  basketball  and  baseball  teams,  demonstrating  his 
eadership  skills. 

He  majored  in  Health  and  Physical 
Education  at  Springfield  College.  In  1970,  he 
taught  briefly  in  Maiden  before  coming  home 
■  to  the  town  he  loved.  After  beginning  at 
I  Woodrow  Wilson  School,  he  coached  and 
taught  at  Framingham  South  High.  As  was  his  trademark,  he  won  the 
respect  of  his  fellow  coaches  and  his  teams  with  kindness,  respect  and 
the  willingness  to  listen. 

In  1986  he  was  appointed  the  Director  of  Physical  Education. 
He  immediately  led  the  way  in  developing  a  Health  curriculum.  He 
brought  together  people  from  all  points  of  views  to  sit  on  the  Health 
^dvisory  Committee  and  was  a  positive  and  optimistic  force  in  creating  a  program 
that  is  respected  throughout  the  state. 

Most  recently  with  the  renovation  of  the  high  school,  he  had  the  vision  of 
developing  a  first-class  wellness  center.  He  had  encouraged  the  refocusing  of  the 
Dhysical  education  program  to  be  centered  on  the  concept  of  well-being  by 
ntegrating  sports  with  life  long  activities.  He  expected  this  facility  would  encourage 
students,  faculty  and  staff  to  come  together,  sharing  the  common  goal  of  developing 
a  healthy  lifestyle. 

He  will  be  remembered  by  everyone  as  a  person  who  truly  believed  that  the  town 

Df  Framingham  would  always  do  the  right  thing  for  kids.  He  consistently  believed  in 

the  goodness  of  people  and  the  joy  of  teaching,  coaching  and  listening  to  kids.  His 

sudden  passing  reminds  us  of  the  reason  we  are  teachers  and  that  one  person  can 

make  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  people  around  him  and  the  world  we  are  in.  The 

Health  and  Physical  Education  Staff  hope  to  continue  to  hold  the  standard  for 

teaching  he  set  with  the  same  dignity  and  kindness.
